ing for your consideration :— 


Appointments of general officers of the 


army1 are made by selection. 


Our present organization dates from 


1821, when Major General Brown was 
Geueral-in-cliief. 
Down to ififil thore 


were three appointments to this grade. 
General Brown died iu 182!): Scott and 
Gaiues were the brigadiers, 
with the 


brevets 
of major general, 
but Hrevef 


Major General Macomb, colonel of en- 
gineers, 
was selected as Brown's suc- 


cessor. Macomb died in 18-11, and was 
succeeded by Scott. 
In 18ii! an addi- 


tional major general was authorized; the 
brigadier 
generals (Gaiues and Wool) 


were passed over and Brevet Brigadier 
General Taylor, colonel <ith Infantry, re- 
ceived tho appointment. 


It will thus bo ficen that, down to ihe 


-beginning of the civil war, the brigadier 
generals were not considered as having a 
light to promotion to the grades of major 
general; brevet rank (an acknowledg- 
ment that the gnide had been already 
earned in balile) constituted an equally 
good claim.
